Benjamin Stolberg bas proved as undependable abou*fc his 
article as we feared and so instead of waiting any longer which 
would have been perilous, we asked J. B. S. Hardman to do it. I 
had a good talk with him. and showed the complete outline and I think 
he understands clearly what is required. I have called S^olberg 
definitely off so that he would not be able to come through at the 
59th minute and say we should take his article. I have discovered 
just now that he is pretty ill in a hospital but of course that is 
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no explanation of his delay lasting more than a year. 

Harry Ward is positively adamant in his refusal to have 
us write him up in our series of Pathfinders. Therefore, we de¬ 
cided to go ahead with Justice Holmes. I know you will be glad 
in same ways, and so am I, because I wanted HolmeB excepting that 
I did not feel like pushing any of the others out to make room for 
him. We have definitely deoided to write up Carrie Chapman Catt 
since Florence Kelly's autobiography is going to be published in 
the Survey. 

I think I have covered now most of the questions you'will 
want to know about and so I will break away. 

I hope the rest of the trip goes as well as the early part 
seams to be going.

Because df”y<5br Tiltarise personal interest in just the 
sort of questions which we are facing right now I am bold enough to 
seek you opinion and advice. 


Very soon the governing and supporting bodies of 
Mission High .Schools in China must flake a decision with reference 
to Compulsory Military Training being given in the two highest years 
of the High School Course. Individual missionaries must also make 
personal decisions as to their course of action. 


I would very much appreciate having your answers to these 

questions. 

1„ What attitude do you think the Chinese Church ought 
to take toward Military Training in Middle Schools? 

2. Should the Mission Boards continue to support with 
funds and personnel their High Schools, established supposedly to 
bring "peace on earth, goodwill to men" and to develop Christian 
character, when such schools give Compulsory Military Training? 

3. Should an individual American Missionary, who is 
opposed to fliilitary training in high^ schools, continue to give his 
life in labor for a school which gives Compulsory Military Training 
in certain grades at the request or the demand of the Chinese Govern¬ 
ment? 


We do not question the right of the Chinese Government to 
request all mission schools to register and we expeet to be accepted 
for registration in a few weeks. Compulsory Military Training is 
suggested for the highest to years of High School but as I understand 
it, at‘the present moment it is not absolutely required of every 
registered High School. 'Whether required or hot the question has ceased 
to be an academic one and must be faced. 

I realize this is a very ticklish question for foreigners 
in young National China to answer but I very much want your reaction 
fr om that distance with your understanding of the internation situat¬ 
ion. If I could have your answers early in May I would be most happy. 
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Thank you for the good work-you are doing; in editing the 
World Tomorrow. H. C. Engelbrecht's article on "The Camel and the 
Arab' 1 reveals a situation some of us would like to avoid in China 
hut the international complications have influenced me to seek your 
help.

Dear Kirby: 

It was only ten days ago that I was ableto find free time to 
go over your manuscript carefully. I hoped to see you last week 
to talk it over personally, but it was not possible to get down¬ 
town. This is the reason I have not written. 

I know you want my very frankest judgment, but I find it aw¬ 
fully difficult to give this. Frankly, I do not like the manuscript 
in its present form and I cannot help but hope that you will change 
it very radically or readjust the order of your Table of Contents 
before publishing. You have drawn up a terrific indictment of his¬ 
toric organized Christianity. It is all true, but I am not sure 
that it really proves the point you want to make. Further, I am 
certain that it would not do the good which you hope from it. Strange 
as it may seem to you, I quite readily imagine a person laying down 
this opening chapter with these two impressions dominant: First,- 
“v<ell, after all, in the light of the terrific misrepresentation of 
the religion of Jesus in the past, the present condition of organized 
Christianity is not so bad." Second,- "In the light of the perver¬ 
sion of his religion which his Churches made, what a marvelous 
achievement the religion of Jesus itself was’." 

It seems to me that what you are doing In effect is to point 
out how base human nature both individually and collectively is and 
that it will take any ideal, no matter how fine, and pervert it. But 
the picture you show is so uniformly black that it left on me an 
impression, not of desire to change the Church, but simply of cynical 
despair regarding the possibility of ever expressing idealism cor¬ 
porately. It would drive most people in the direction of Bill Simp¬ 
son or Ghandi father than your own social program. 

Further, I am not sure that the picture you have painted is 
really a true one. You cannot in fairness point out all of the dark 
aspects of the portrait without revealing the fine things also. This 
chapter sounds very much more like Sherwood than it does like you. 

Had I read It without knowing who wrote it, I would have said that it 
came from his pen. If this chapter is to be succeeded by another a 

with an equally pessimistic contrast between contemporary/ Q 
Christianity and the religion of Jesus, you would leave your readers 
in terrific gloom. I honestly doubt whether many of the people you 
are most anxious to reach would plough through a hundred or so pages 
of massed statistics and facts so pessimistic.

Now, my positive suggestion without seeing the rest of the 
manuscript would be this:- To put Chapter III. first and to make 
it as positive and winning as possible. To follow it probably 
with Chapter IV., then to print the present Chapters I. and.II. 
cutting them, however, to not more than one half of their present 
length. T^Is would mean, of course, the entire re-writing of 
Chapter I. 

Does this seem too terribly critical and negative? If it 
does, be store it is only because of my own affection for you and 
feeling that this work in its present form and temper simply is not 
worthy of you at your best. It is not in the same vein or class 
with "The Sword and the Cross", and yet I feel that you have a mes¬ 
sage along this line just as winning and attractive and unanswerable 
as "The Sword and the Cross" was. 

I have made a few speific marks or suggestions in the margin 
of the manuscript itself. Do let me know if I may help you with 
criticisms more constructive than these.

Some time ago I Bent you a copy of the translation by Paul 
of your "Was Jesus a Patriot?" This pamphlet has been printed and is being 
distributed by'The Yuwa Kai, the F.o.R. in Japan, of which I am Associate 
Secretary. Permission to translate your pamphlet was given, as you will 
recall, by yourself to Mr. J.Howard Coveil. 

Recently I was commissioned, as a member of the Japan ji.xec.Com. 
the World Alliance for International Friendship through the Churches, to 
select a pamphlet to be translated and published by this gToup, which is 
not very progressive, but which has funds on its hands. After a search through 
my library, I decided that "The Sword or the Cross?" was, all things considered, 
the beat pamphlet to be distributed at this particular time. I made the 
recommendation to the committee* which immediately took steps toward translation 
end printing. It then occurred to me that I had not secured your permission. 
For while we may be legally within our rights, nevertheless I realise that 
you may have some arrangement with Doran which may male translation imvo^si e. 
Further mere courtesy demands that you be consulted tirst. 

However "large bodies move slowly" and now that the Exec. Com. 
here has begun to move, I am loath to check the process. Also I feel that 
there are about 99 chances out of 100 that you will have no Objection. So I 

have decided to take a chance on it. 

If you do object for any reason, will you be good enough to 

consult with my brother Kenneth, who may decide that a cable suspending 
printing is necessary? Unless I hear from you to the contrary, therefore, we 

will proceed. , _

Tour letter of February 26 th Interests me 
very gratl . I do not feel competent to give satisfactory 
answers to your questions. I am strongly of the opinion that 
the Chinese Church like the church in all other nations ought 
to oppose military training In civil institutions, 1 realize 
thattthat the mission boards are m a most embarrassing peel* 
tion sfl^nce their own government maintains armed forces in 
China. Since, this Is the ease, it seems to me that China's 
government will have a good case for compulsory military 
graining in Chinese schools, I can think of circumstances 
under which- a Christian pacifist would be justified in com. 
tinning In a school which requires compulsory military training 
on the demand of the Chinese government, on the condition that 
he were privileged to protest continually against the whole war 
sys ea including compulsory military training, X wish 1 had 
more wisdom on this subject. 

I am planning to sail on June 26 th far fcja mbhfchs 
in Europe and from there will go to India, Japan, and China. I 
shall hope to see you while I am in China next soring.

She is not beautiful, but she le wonderful, and all this in defiance %f age arri ill 
health. She was educated by her Ibther and she and her sisters wore Paiaed out of 
purdah. 


Maud and I have alao seen a Wohawnedl sehoel for girls run bp m, Mohamnedan woman 
who mist keep purdah hersalf in order to get girls fv the mheol. Moot of the girls 
are in purdah after twelve or thirteen years. This school covers the primary arri 
elementary grades.- The girls are up te sixteen years. Most of then marry as soon as 
they leave sehoel. It is now against the lew for a girl to bo tarried before fourteen 
years of age, but seme wore married very young before th is law. 

Last Friday, the four of us were permitted to see tha poet, Rabindranath Tagore. 
You have all seen his picture and perhaps road some <fhls wrf.tings* Ho is a fine,, 
handsome, old man, nearing seventy years of ago. Us face is fine md cdbi, with a 
spiritual beauty about It. dis hair and beard are almost white, and have a soft wave 
in them. He talked to us for an hour cm eevcral subjects, and later Kirby and I shall 
go to see his school at Bolpur where they have several nationalities world&ng together 
training people to work in the villages. They Mrs given a praotioal kind #f education 
to fit them to raise their villages from ruin to prosperity. 

Lest Thursday and Friday were holidays in honor of tho goddess M.1* Qn Friday 
afternoon and evening there wore endless parades in frost of the hiilditg of people 
taking olay statues to threw into the river. Kail is supposed t o be a goddwss who 
killed a demon who was doing muoh to hi»t the pecple. The statues, made of 4jlay and 
straw, are ainted. Kell is a black statue and stands with her feet on the body of 
a man painted white. There is usually a large fan-shaped ornament in back of Kali 
and the rafts they are on are decorated. Bometlnes this ernameit Is of peaeosck 
feathers• This ornament is net thrown into the river. While the people marsh along 
with the statue they have drums end native music, at least thsy sail it musia, and 
sometimes they stop and lure a dance in the stra ta and set off fir ewer ks in firont 
ef the prooesslon. They always deaerate the walls md bid litres with lihte ms these 
holidays. On the big buildings sleotris lights are used while an malls and other 
buildings oandlee or tiny jars of oil are burned. It all looks very lovely. I $ust 
say that most of the higher elasa ef people are m fc v«ryorthodox in their religl one,
